Co-op, Quaker to build water main 


Work on a 12 inch water main in the Northeast 
‘section of Belle Glade is expected tó be speeded up 
considerably by. the offer by two local industries to 
build it. 

Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative of Florida, Inc. 
President George Wedgworth said his company and 
Quaker Oats furfural plant would pay for engineering 
the line and contract to have it installed. 

The Belle Glade City Commission accepted the 
concept in a workshop session Monday night but said 
final ‘agreement would have to be worked out, 
Particularly the method in which the city would 
reimburse the two industries. 

Wedworth’s proposal was that the city would 
reimburse the cooperative and Quaker Oats by 
deducting a percentage from their water bills over the 
years to pay for the investment and the interest 
involved. 

City commissioners agreed in principal but made it 
clear’ they wanted to talk. about reimbursing the 
interest and whether the cooperative and Quaker Oats 
have any responsibility for sharing*in the cost”of a 
proposed ground storage tank if one is needed in that 


challenging- area. 


Wedgworth maintained that since the sugar mill 
and the furfural plant are constant users and storage 
tanks aré aimed toward users with peaks of demand, 
the two plants shouldn't have to help pay for the tank. 

Commissioner 


and storage may not be caused directly by them. 

‘The water line would connect to another 12 inch 
line at Northeast First Street and Avenue D and run 
to the sugar mill and furfural plan by way of Airport 
Road. 

Wedgworth said a priiminary study by Hutcheon 
Engineer's indicated the total cost for the parallel lines 
would be: approximately $226,000 compared to the 
$185,000 high estimate made in an earlier study by 
city consulting engineers, Briley-Wild and Associates. 

Wedgworth said Hutcheon’s study also installing a 
new raw water intake in Lake Okeechobee off Kreamer 
Island, a project the city has considered on their own. 


But Wedgworth obviously surprised the 
commissioners with the news Hutcheon’s estimated 
cost for the intake was more than’ double 
Briley-Wild’s. 

Briley-Wild had estimated. the project would cost 
approximately $900,000 and Hutcheon estimated the 
cost at more than $2 million. 

Hutcheon “also offered an alternative plan of 
installing an intake off Bacom Point, running the main 
line south on SR 715. The reason, Wedgworth said was 
because of difficulties of construction on Kreamer 
Island, maintenance problems, the possibility of the 
line breaking during a hurricane and the problem of 
what happens if and when the lake level is raised. 

Wedgworth said a water quality study had been 
included in the overall study Hutcheon performed for 
the two industries and the city is welcome to the 
results. 

The city also accepted another offer by Wedgworth 
and Robert Pease, general manager of the Quaker Oats. 
plant, to use the consulting services of three 
engineering firms, specializing in water systems, at the 
city’s treatment plant. 

Wedgworth said the industries would foot the bill 


for the consulting service and the engineers would look 
over the plant's operation and offer recommendations 
the city could either accept or reject. 

The commissioners decided to accept his offer and 
Mallery said Tuesday he had so advised Briley-Wild 
and had given the go-ahead to Wedgworth. 


Sugar Cane Growers and Quaker Oats had earlier 
made an offer to finance the parallel lines and the 
construction of the raw water intake but Wedgworth 
said the two plants are no longer interested in the 
intake, 

The plants will, instead, build their own water 
treatment plant which will use city water as a source 
before bringing it up to quality demanded in the 
processing. ` 

The reason for the proposed intake was to increase 
the quality standards of the water before it reached 
the city’s treatment plant, especially in the summer 
months, but, there was some indication Monday night 
the commission may reject that plan. 

The rejection may be made possible by the raising 
of the lake, which would automatically raise the 
quality of the water’at the intake.

As election fever built through Tuesday the 
question more and more people kept asking was “can 
he do it?”. 

Everybody wanted to know if John Grady 
could pull off the political upset to rival Truman over 
Dewey and whip Democratic foe Dick Stone and 
Republican opponent, Jack Eckerd, in the Florida 
Senate race. a 

Over 60 cars met Grady at the Pahokee airport 
to escort him back to Belle Glade where he was to vote 
in the American Legion Post, precinct 37. 

If the southwest portion of Palm Beach County 
could have been an accurate microcosm of the entire 
state, Grady would have won by a landslide. 

He took 64.3 per cent of the vote cast in the 
seven precincts stretching from Lake Harbor to Belle 
Glade. Stone finished second with 24.9 per cent of the 
vote and Fekerd a poor last with 10.8 per cent. 

s Unfortunately the rest of the state doesn't 

know the name Grady that well. And when the dust 
had settled Grady received just under 16 per cent of 
the vote, Stone won with 43 per cent of the vote and 
Eckerd was second with 41 per cent. 
x Basically, «what Florida has done is elect 
another attorney-U.S. Senator who will more than 
likely fall into the establishment pattern of Democratic 
Washington, D.C. 

Stone has given no indication he will fight for 
what the little man wants. He will not be an effective 
voice against wasteful government spending. He will 
not fight vigorously for drastically reducing American 
foreign aid. He will not fight against the federal 
government's ever-increasing encroachment on state 
rights. 

Or if he does it will come as a complete 
surprise to everyone concerned. 

Florida had a chance to elect a man who would 
fight vigorously for what we have just outlined and 
much, much more. But the voters of Florida blew it.

“Everybody would have to 
take part in these classes,” Ms. 
Bullock said. Then after a 
participant has completed this 
two-week class, they would go 
on to on-the-job-trainimy or into 
a vocational training course up 
to eight weeks long.

* During the entire training 
period, Ms. Bullock said 
participants would receive a 
training allowance of $2 per 
hour plus $5 per week for up to 
six children after his first two. 

In other words, he would 

receive no allowance for the 


first two children but would . 


receive $5 per week. for 
children numbered three 
through eight, amounting tà a 
total of $110 per week for a man 
with a wife and eight children. 
“We hope to involve a total of 
about 300 in the program and 
maybe 41 in the vocational 
training,” Ms, Bullock said. 
Benefits to the participant 
would also include transporta- 
tion, child care assistance, 
health care assistance, and

King said medical detoxifica- 
tion is always the first step in 
extreme cifées-diid takes place on 
the coast because it must be one 
under medical care unavailable at 
the local centre. 

The detoxification is necessary 
when withdrawl symptoms such 
as dt’s or confulxions are being 
experienced by the patient. 

Once the patient is detoxified, 
treatment at the local centre 
begins, and one of the first steps is 
to make sure the patient doesn’t 
drink at the centre. 

“He's not going to drink here," 
King said. “One of the things he 
agrees to in the contract he signs 
is to take Antabuse.”

Retarded receive help 


Suffer the little children. 

But what happens when the 
little children suffer from 
paralysis, from malnutrition, 
from mental retardation or 
some other handicap? 

One answer is being provided 
in Belle Glade by the center 
operated by the American 
Association for Retarded k 
zens. 

The center was founded in 
Pahokee last year but moved 
into its present quarters at 714 
N.W. Second St., this year 
when director Peggy Atkinson 
found most of the children came 
from Belle Glade. 

The center's purpose is to get 
children with a variety of 
ha s, including mental 
retardation, ready for public 
schools.. Ms. Atkinson said 
seven children enrolled at the 
West Area Ex Child 
Education Center at Govel 
Elementary School. 

She said a total of seven 
children are now enrolled at 
the center, although it is 
equipped and funded to handle 
ten. 


“Most people don't know 
about it,” Ms. Atkinson said. 


“Public agencies have been 
fairly good about referring kids 
to us and some others have 
been referred to us by’ the 
neighbors of the families.” 

She said the center accepts 
children from birth through 
five’ years of age and 
concentrates on teaching them 
to function in' society as well as 
teaching self-help skills. 

The training - includes toilet 
training, brushing teeth, some- 
times how to feed themselves 
and how to'interact with other 
children and adults. g 

Every mealtime is a training 
session, she said, “because it's 
naturally a time for social 
interaction.” 

But working with the 
children isn't always enough. 
Sometimes Ms. Atkinson said 
she must also work with the 
parents, such as two children in 
the program who were 
updernourished when they 
Yere entered. `: 

She said she attempts to 
teach the parents about proper 
diet, and if the child has 
another problem, the parents 
may require education about 
that. 

One of the functions of the 


center, she said, was todoaway 
with the custom of hiding 
retarded children instead of 
training them to cope with life. 

She said she uses as little red 
tape as possible and the normal 
method of recruitment is to get 
the referral, go to the home and 
speak to the parents to arrange 
a visit to the center. 

“We like to bring the parents 
here,” Ms. Atkinson said,"so 
they can see what we're doing.” 

If the child should have a 
special ‘problem, such as the 
two now enrolled who are 
partially paralyzed, “or the one 
who is deaff therapists are 
brought in to help. 

Home-to-home service is 
provided since the children are 
picked up at their homes and 
delivered back in the afternoon. 
Ms. Atkinson said hot meals 
and snacks are, also provided. 

The center is located in a 
house donated by St. John’s 
Episcopal Church and Ms. 
Atkinson said all of the five 
centers in the county are in 

„huildings donated by churches. 

Ms. Atkinson said her aides 
must undergo a two-week 
wor! and a number of 
w during the year to 
be qualified.

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Methodist 
Church 
history 


Following the American Revolution and the 
break with the Church of England, the 
Methodist Church in the new country was 
officially launched at the Christian Conference 
of 1784 in the Lovely Lane Chapel in Baltimore. 
This, the second in a series of three articles by 
Bishop Joel D. McDavid, further explains the 
history of United Methodism. 

The earliest agenda of the new Wesleyan 
Conferences focused on three basic questions: 
1) What to teach; 2) How to teach; 3) What to do. 
So, the United Methodist movement has sought 
to unite faith and action, believing and doing. 
Our very title Methodist came from the Holy 
Club of students at Oxford who had a plan for 
their beliefs and methodically expressed their 
faith in good works. 

The written sources of our beliefs other than 
the Bible, are John Wesley’s sermons and notes 
preached and written over a span of 14 years 
beginning in 1746. He issued four volumes of 48 
sermons in which he set forth the sum of his 
basic teachings. In 1754 he penned and 
published a volume of “Explanatory Notes 
Upon the New Testament” as a guide to 
Methodist Biblical and doctrinal interpretation. 
The primary guide in both his sermons and 
notes is the authority of the Bible. 

In 1763 a “model deed” for all Methodist 
chapels assured the appointed to be accepted as 
a preacher “provided always that the said 
person preach to doctrine other than is 
contained in Mr. Wesley's notes upon the New 
Testament and four volumes of sermons.” 

A second source was the 25 Articles of 
Religion. In the Church of England there were 
39, but Wesley abridged these into 24: The 25th 
one is allegiance to the country in which the 
Methodist Church exists. 

The first restrictive rule of the Constitution 
of the United Methodist Church adopted in 1808 
and unchanged since forbids any further 
alterations of the Articles of Religion. The third 
document is the nature, design and general rule 
of the United Societies adopted in 1743. With 
slight revision they were “adopted by the 
Christmas Conference in 1784 in Baltimore, out 
of which came the Methodist Church. 

Now the Evangelical United Brethren 
Church brought into union with the Methodist 
Church in 1966 their own historic documents, 
which were in complete agreement with those 
already named. So, what then do we believe.as 
stated in these historic documents? 

First, we believe in the Bible. In that soil 
alone does our faith flourish. Bishop Mac Stokes 
says, “Everytime we'try to plant it somewhere 
else it withers and dies.” The Bible is the 
mainstay of our pulpits, the content of our 
church school lessons and the foundation of our 
devotional life. We do not look upon it as a proof 
text volume or a definition, nor as an authority 
on science or technology. It is a living book on 
man’s encounter with God. 

We believe in’ God-God is supreme. In an 
effort to describe his greatness we use: words 
like omnipotent, all powerful; omniscient, all 
knowing; omnipresent, ever present. He is the 
creator and the lord of the universe. He is the 
author and sustainer of the heavens above, the 
earth beneath, and all the great forces and 
power through which the universe operates. 

We believe in Jesus Christ. The greatest fact 
in history was his coming into the world: The 
most sublime events are those that occured ina 
stable, on a cross, and ended in an empty tomb. 
We believe with Paul that Jesus Christ is the full 
revelation of God. If you want to know what God 
is like, then acquaint yourself with Jesus. If you 
want to understand the heart, mind and way of 
God, you find this as you experience Jesus 
Christ. Through Christ we are convicted of our

sins, or forgiven, and are drawn into a full life 

with him which is called Salvation. 

We believe in the Holy Spirit. God is high and 
lifted up, but he is also closer than breathing, 
nearer than hands and feet. Three sources of 
our information on the Holy Spirit, which come 
from the New Testament include, first, what 
Jesus taught. He promised the presence of the 
Holy Spirit to the disciples. He was facing the 
cross. He knew his earthly ministry to be 
approaching its end. He wanted to bind them 
together, to love, and to strengthen them. He 
said, “If I go away, a Comforter or, a Counsellor 
will come.” In John 16:13 he said, ‘‘When the 
spirit of truth comes he will guide you into all 
the earth.” 

‘The second is. Pentecost, At Pentecost the 
Risen Lord's words must have been strong in 
the minds of those present. "You will receive 
power when the Holy Spirit comes upon you.” 
Then it happened. “They were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit.” Peter, who blingly denied his 
Lord before a little maiden.a few weeks befor: 
was now transformed and empowered to speak 
before the people of Jerusalem, priests and 
pauper, commoner and king. Let Pentecost not 
be misunderstood. Its primary thrust was the 
inner reality of “Christ that transformed 
disciples from fear to faith, from timidity to 
boldness. 

The United Methodist Church believes that in 
a special way each of us can experience the 
Holy Spirit. Outward signs and accompanying 
factors may be present, but the ageless glory of 
the occasion was the release of life-changing 
powers that come from a total commitment to 
Jesus Christ. 

The third was Paul, who said, “No one 
say Jesus is Lord but by the Holy Spiri 
Corinthians 12:3. The words “Jesus is Lor 
formed one of the earliest Christian confessions. 
Stanley Jones used it as a slogan at all his 
Ashrams. The Holy Spirit, therefore, is an 
unseen rebuking us for our evil thoughts or 
deeds, confirming us in every good thing, and 
summoning us to creative advances with God 
and to man. 

That therefore, is the Trinity: God the 
Father, Creator; God the Son, Jesus: Christ;

Bri tish fire Franklin 


By Jerome Turk and Edw. Walsh 


LONDON, Nov. 7, 1774-Ten 
years ago today, ` Benjamin 
Franklin left Philadelphia for 


England. After a decade here in 
London, is it time at last to give up 
trying to reason with British 
officialdom? Is it time for 
America's best-known citizen, an 
agent for four colonies, to return 
home? 

London hasn’t changed in these 
ten years. Dr. Franklin has. 

Three-quarters of a million 
people live in this teeming city. I 
walked with the poorest of them in 
the infested slums. I saw them 
flock to gin houses, squandering 
twopence for drunkenness, collap- 
sing in beds of straw. 

I watched the rich dally in 
decadence. I saw an earl named 
John Montague, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, stand 24 hours at a 
gaming table. So intent on 
gambling is he that he has 
invented a food\he can eat while 
throwing the dice. It consists of 
two pieces of bread with slices of 
roast beef held between them. The 
food has even been named after 
this Earl of Sandwich. (I wrote a 
letter to my colleague Turk in 
New York about it: “As primitive 
as some Englishmen feel we are, 
I'm certain this ridiculous sand- 
wich will never become popular in 
America.” 

This morning, I found my way 
to number 7 on Craven Street, the 
residence of Dr. Franklin. The big 
house belongs to the widowed Mrs. 
Margaret Stevenson, who ans- 


wered my knock, opened the door 
and smiled: “Ah! A visitor from 


Franklin.” 

A little crestfallen that Mrs; 
Stevenson could so quickly tell my 
colonial origin ftom the cut of my 
clothes, I . was immediately 
heartened by the warm reception 
of Benjamin Franklin himself, 
looking up from the papers at the 
degk of his study. I was awed to be 
in the presence of this scientist, 
scholar, businessman, author and 


statesman. 

“A writer, are you? Well, we 
poor writers must look out for 
each other,” Dr. Franklin smiled 
over his spectacles, Though busier 
than two’men half his 68 years, 
Franklin made me thoroughly at 
ease, chatting about the latest 
news from the colonies. The hair 
on his massive head has gone 
silvery thin. The wide mouth often 
stretches into a wry grin. 


Unfortunately, more visitors 
arrived before I could put 
pertinent que: 


later I did learn much from Dr. 
Franklin's friends. 

I learned, for example, that 
Franklin had endured an excru- 
ciating ordeal last January 29th. 
On that day, he was summoned by 
the Privy Council to appear in a 
small room at Whitehall known as 
the “cockpit.” 

The issue involved six letters 
sent to England by Massachusetts 
Governor Thomas Hutchinson, a 
bitter enemy of Samuel Adams. 
The letters suggested the need for 
armed intervention against the 
rebellious’ Bostonians. Coming 
into the hands of Franklin, the 
letters were sent by him as 
Massachusetts agent, to Sam 
Adams, who promptly read them 
in the colony’s Assembly. That 
embarrassed the governor and 
incensed the public. 

For an hour, British officials 
abused Franklin so viciously with 
insult and invective that these 
words were later removed from 
official records. Franklin offered 
not one word in retaliation. The 
day after his ordeal in the cockpit, 
he was discharged as Deputy 
Postmaster General for the 
colonies, a position he had held 
with ingenuity and distinction. 

When Dr. Franklin arrived in 
London ten years ago, he had a 
great love for all things English: 
the people, the country, the king. 

No longer. London has not 
changed. But Benjamin Franklin 
has.

LUNG CORDS-UNSAFE 


In New Hampshire recently, a mother was brewing hot 
coffee in an electric coffee pot on the kitchen table. The 
lengthy cord stretched along the floor to an outlet on a 
nearby counter. Unknowingly, her three-year-old tripped 
on the cord and received permanent burn damage over'a 
large portion of his body from the scalding coffee. 
Accordin to a recent report from the Department of 
Health * sucation and Welfare, thousands of accidents 
per year are attributed to entanglements in appliance 

“cords. 

As a result, Underwriters’ Laboratories, the watchdog 
of the nation's electrical safety codes, revised its 
standards to provide coffee-makers and other liquid 
heaters with cords that are a minimum of 2 feet and 
maximum of 3 feet long. This should greatly decrease the 
number of household accidents. 

Take a hint: If you're using a cord that's overlong, 
shorten it for your own safety.
